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SETTLED CLAIN TO LAND 

A commission sent out by the De- 
| partment of the Interior to re-adjust 
| the claims and issue titles to the set- 
tlers at Lac La Biche returned to the 
city yesterday afternoon, having finish- 
ed their labors. 

The commission was composed of A. 
G. Harrison, Dominion Land surveyor, 
who surveyed the Lac La Biche settle- 
ment in 1889, Wilfred Gariepy, barris- 
ter, of Edmonton, and Rev. Father 
Grandin, who nas been living among 
the Lac La Biche people for a long 
time and was acquainted with their 
claims and circumstances. 

Among the settlers out there, there 
are many who had taken out applica- 
tions to homestead, and some who held 
squatter’s rights to lands on which 
they settled prior to 1870, but very 
few had made any attempts to get pa- 
tents, and with the proverbial easy 
ways of the pioneer, many of them 
were holding their claims to the land 
on which they lived, in very light’ es- 
teem. Ags settlers from the east and 
the United States were crowding in 
j}and in some cases were getting their 
squatters rights away from the old 
| settlers at mérely nominal figures, the 
Dominion Government took action to 
protect them in their rights before it 
was too late. 
| Altogether eighty claims were ad- 
| justed and recommended for patents, 
which will be issued from Ottawa, and 
| the Lac La Biche settlers, to show 
| their appreciation of the work done by 
| the commission, tendered the commis- 
| sioners an address and banquet on the 
| night before their departure. 

Lac La Biche is attracting a great 
| many. land hunters this spring. The 
|land so far surveyed is waterfront 
| claims and all outside of that along the 
| lake front has to be taken up’ under 
| squatter’s rights as the surveyors have 
| not been able to keep ah2ad of the rush. 
{Notwithstanding that a great many 


‘are going into that country, and when 
the subdivision is made there will be 
many homesieaders already on the 
ground. 


LONDON FUR SALES 
One of the greatest surprises of the 
Lampson and Hudson’s Bay March fur 


sales was the advance in the price of 
lynx skins, in the face of ther heavy 
catch in the north country during the 
past season. 

It is estimated that somewhere be- 
tween 40,000 and 50,000 lynx have been 
marketed in this city within the past 
year and although three-quarters of 
these were taken by the United States 
market, it was expected that a slump 
in the London price would occur on 
account of the unprecedented catch. On 
the contrary, however, the price ad- 
vanced five per cent over last year. 
lynx being in good demand at an aver- 
age price of $7.50 per skin. 

The advance in silver for was also 
in the nature of a surprise, consider- 
ing the increased number offered. Yes- 
terday there were 800 silver fox skins 
sold, as against 650 at the same time 
last year, and the price ruled fifteen 
per cent higher. 

Martin showed an advance of thir- 
ty-five per cent, notwithstanding that 
there are 22,000 listed for sale, as 
against 20,000 last year, and white fox, 
of which there are few sold here, show- 
ed the remarkable rise of seventy per 
cent. é 

There were 50 per cent. more cross 
foxes offered this year than last and 
25 per cent less red foxes. The cross 
fox showed the effect in a ten per cent 
decline, and the reds in a ten per, cent 
rise. 

The Edmonton fur catch represented 
on the London market in the Lamp- 
son and Hudson’s Bay sales, and in- 
cluding the lynx shipped to the Unit- 
ed States runs well over one million 
dollars. This does rot by any means 
represent the entire catch marketed at 
Edmonton for the year, however, as 
there were the January sales by the 
Hudson’s Bay and Lampson, and the 
Revillon purchases, which are shipped 
direct to their own factories and nev- 
er appear on the market, besides the 
large amounts of skins other than 
Iynx which go to the United States and 
cannot well be kept record of. 

It is difficult to estimate what the 
actual fur catch handled through Ed- 
monton is, but it is a safe estimate 
to say that{it runs over $1,5000,000, and 
this year, all told, may crowd the two 
million mark pretty close. Every dol- 
lar of this business is handled by Ed- 
monton merchants.
